2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest an analyzer where excitation means are external to said 
receptacle and the receptacle is provided with pinholes covered by metallic contacts to 
control the discharge through the sample. The prior art teaches various ways of 
controlling the discharge through the sample, but does not teach metallic contacts that 
cover pinholes and are positioned against the means to provide discharge.
